“CHAIN REACTION” 


Women in the town of Preston, 
Ont., have learned the hard way, 
just how important itis to “Buy 
Canadian”. They have had a 
graphic lesson in what can happen 
if women ignore the appeals te 
spend their dollars on Canadian- 
made goods. 

A Canadian textile niill which 
has provided jobs in Preston for 
over 80 years is moving out, lock, 
stock and barrel. The firm, George 
Pattinson & Co, Ltd., produced 
wool overcoatings, tweeds, blanket 
cloth and knitwear. It was owned 
by the well-known western wool- 
len mill, Hugh Fairfield & Son, of 
Winnipeg. 

Now Pattinson is letting its 
250 employees go and is moving 
to Jamaica, British West Indies. 
It will open. up there in a brand 
new plant and its ‘jobs will go to~ 
low-salaried workers whose living 
standards are not as high as Can- 
adian standards. Labour costs will 
be one-quarter what they were in 
Preston. : 

Pattinson’s is not making this 
tremendous upheaval just to har- 
vest. bigger profits. It is moving 
out of Canada so it can stay in 
business. Its owners say competi- 
tion from low cost textile imports 
from countries like Japan, com- 
bined with rising costs of Cana- 
dian labour, have forced the move. 

Japanese textile workers toil 10 
hours a day, seven days a week 
for about 50 dollars a month. Their 
products are sold in Canada at 
tempting prices. However, when 
wé consumers purchase these im- 
ports we set up a chain reaction. 
Our dollars leave Canada, and .as 
they leave their earning power 
leaves too and its loss is felt all 
down the: line. 

Without earnings companies like 
Pattinson’s cannot continue to 
provide jobs for Canadians. With- 
out jobs Canadians cannot buy the 
textile products of this or any 
other country. Nor can they buy 
houses, furniture, cars, television 
sets, good quality foodstuffs nor 
any other Canadian-grown or Can- 
adian-made goods. — 

Pattinson’s intend to continue to 
sell their products in Canada be- 
cause our market offers easy ac- 
cess to imports. The women of 
Preston will probably not want to 
buy them. They have learned that 
Canadian dollars should .be spent 
on Canadian goods, so their earn- 
ing power stays in Canada and 
goes on working for all of us.

EDMONTON—At -week’s end 
a total of 206 candidates had 
been nominated for the 65 seats 
at stake in Alberta’s June 18 pro- 
vincial election, and there was a 
possibility a few more might 
turn up by nomination day June

Liberals are leaning heavily 
on their “Twelve Points for Pro- 
gress” platform announced ear- 
lier this year, and are attacking 
the government for failing to 
tackle municipal finance prob- 
lems, for ignoring the troubles of 
farmers and for deficit spending. 

Liberal Leader Grant Mac- 
Ewan is saying the government 
should devote as much effort to 
finding markets for Alberta’s 
surplus farm products as it does 
to finding markets for the 4il- 
ing oil industry.

Kirby, speaking at Lamont, pro- 
mised a Conservative govern- 
ment would set up an independ- 
ent board to study means of re- 
ducing the cost of rural electri- 
fication. 

Social Crediters are relying 
almost entirely on the govern- 
ment’s five-year development 
plan, but are also stressing the 
record of the Social Credit ad- 
ministration and explaining that 
deficit financing isn’t really def- 
icit financing when you have 
money in the bank to cover it. 

The five-year program appears 
to be a powerful political ‘weap- 
on. One of the most potent parts 
of it.is the government’s plan to 
put initial blacktopping on some 
200 miles of secondary roads in 
the province this year, and can- 
didates are using this to make 
political hay.

Social Credit led the pack with 


64 official candidates and one 
unofficial one. The unofficial 
candidate is R. Earl Ansley, run- 
ning in Leduc riding as an Inde- 
pendent Social Crediter but with 
the blessing and support of the 
So¢ial Credit League. 

Progressive Conservatives were 
close behind with 59 candidates 
chosen, while Liberals (whose 15 
members made up: the official 
Opposition in the last Legisla- 
ture) had 46 candidates in the 
running. CCF trailed with 30, 
and there were six Independents. 

Fifty-five of the candidates 
named so far are members of 
the last House seeking re-elec- 
tion. Social: Credit is again in 
the lead, with 36 of its 37 mem- 
bers running again. The only one 
not in the running is Dr. W. W. 
Cross, retired minister of health. 

Eleven of the 15 Liberals are 
running for re-election, and all 
three Conservative MLAs are in 
the running again. One of the 
two CCF members .is_ taking 
another crack at provincial poli- 
tics, while four independents are 
up for re-election. 

It appeared at week’s end that 
at least two independent mem- 
bers of the 13th Legislature will 
be backed by both Liberals and 
Conservatives in the forthcoming 
vote. They are Frank Gainer, 
running under the official label 
of Coalition in Banff-Cochrane 
riding, and Bryce Stringam, run-

Pioneer newspaper woman 
to unveil Battleford plaque 


The North-West Territories’ first 
newspaper woman, 91 - year - old 
Mrs. J. C. DeGear, will unveil a 
bronze plaque at Battleford on 
June 6th to mark the site of the 
Territories’ pioneer newspaper, the 
“Saskatchewan Herald’. Jessie 
DeGear, daughter of the “Her- 
ald’s”’ founder and editor, Patrick 
Gammie Laurie, is the sole surviv- 
‘or of the Laurie family. She was 
her father’s close associate in his 
printing plant wielding a typestick 
and setting rule with skill. On oc- 
casion, she took charge of, the 
“Herald” when the men of the 
Laurie family were away. 

To establish the ‘Herald’, 
Laurie had to transport his heavy 
printing equipment 600 miles from 
Winnipeg to Battleford by ox-cart. 
The trail was without bridge or 
ferry, Battleford, capital of the 
Territorial government, at that 


time, was a tiny village where} 


mail arrived only once every three 
weeks.

of the Herald on August 25, 1878, 
@ 14-inch by 10-inch, four page 
paper. In this issue, the “Herald’s 
Song” appeared, declaring: “I will 
open this mighty region till the 
land shall ring again, with the 
tramp of a restless legion, garner- 
ing its golden grain.” The paper 
announced that its motto would be 
“progress”. \ 

The telegraph line, which linked 
Battleford to Winnipeg and Ed- 
monton, brought Laurie enough 
news to issue the paper once every 
two weeks. The price was’ $2.00 a 
year, to be paid in advance.’ Print- 
ing and binding statutes for the 
Territorial government brought in 
enough revenue to keep the paper 
running but never enough for 
Laurie to hire a printer. He was 
always his own compositor, re- 
porter, pressman, book binder and 
editor. 


The paper withstood the Riel 
Rebellion, although publication 
was spasmodic for a time. It 
seems Louis Riel had fargotten 
that its publisher was the man 
who had refused to manage the 
rebel press in Winnipeg in 1870, 
during the Red River Rebellion, 
and that. he’ had put a price on 
Laurie’s head. 

The death of the pioneer pub- 
lisher came in May, 1903, some- 
time after the paper had become 
a weekly. It was carried on. by 
“Will”, “Dick”, and “Jessie” Lau- 
rie, William Laurie, a journalist, 
lawyer and soldier, took full con- 
trol of the “Saskatchewan Her- 
ald” during the First World War. 
He died in 1927. Major Richard 
Carney Laurie, was an engineer 
and soldier as well as a publisher. 
He assumed control in 1919. When 
he died in 1938 the paper did not 
survive him. 

The Minister of Travel and In- 
formation, Hon. Russ Brown, will 
preside at the unveiling of the his- 
toric marker. The president and 
members of the Canadian Histori- 
cal Association are among the 
guests expected to attend.

Highway signs Fashion. Page ‘flash 


warn. of forest 
fire danger 


“Prevent Forest. Fires. It Pays.” 
These and other forest fire preven- 
tion slogans will be painted on 
“black-topped” highways in the 
Prince Albert region. this month, 
W. R. Pagks, director of forests 
for Saskatchewan, said. 

He said the signs—there will be 
eight or nine—were part of his 
department’s fire prevention pro- 
gram and were meant to remind 
the public of the danger of forest 
fires. In some years, fires have 
cost the province more in timber 
losses than the total value of for- 
est production, he stated. ° 

Painted a bright yellow, in four- 
foot letters, the fire’ prevention 
messages will read: “Prevent For- 
est Fires. It Pays’, “Help Keep 
Our Forests Green”, and “Please 
Use Your Ash Tray”. 

They will be located on the 
south and north approaches .. of 
Number Two Highway to Prince 
Albert; near the Prince Albert 
National Park boundary on High- 
way Number Two; and on Num- 
ber Three Highway, west of Prince 
Albert. A ninth may be painted 
on Number Two. Highway, just 
west of Christopher Lake. 

The sign painting will be done 
by a five-man crew from the 
branch’s fire control, division. 
Plywood letter forms are used to 
chalk out the sign outlines, which 
are then painted in with yellow 
traffic paint. 

Saskatchewan started using the 
“painted-on-highway” fire preven- 
tion signs in 1951. Mr. Parks said 
they had been favorably received 
by the public. They have an ad- 
vantage over other types of high- 
way signs because. they can be 
read without the driver of a ve- 
hicle taking his eyes from the 
road.
